stood for Levallois, a working class 
suburban district of Paris, and he was 
badly beaten. This week he is stand­ 
ing again, but it took him a long time 
to make up his mind which consti­ 
tuency he would honor. 
He was at 
that very fashionable French sea­ 
side resort, Deauville, last Summer, 
and there he met the famous “ace of 
acps.” . Fonck, the man who brought 
down no fewer than eighty German 
aeroplanes. Mandel, the French Bun- 
ty, thought it would be an excellent 
idea to induce Fonck to offer himself 
for election, and to inscribe his name 
on the same list as himself. He sue 
eeed&i in talking over the airman. 
But before Mandel decided on the 
Gironde he had designs on Corsita. 
Very likely he .lemembered a great 
mail who came fróm that island. One 
night a very high-powered motor car 
arrived at Marseilles.

to Corsica on beHhlf of the “grey 
wolf.” 
The car was already in the 
boat when the order was counter­ 
manded.

(International News Service.) 
LONDON, Dec. 17.—A 
revolution 
in railway transport is expected tVbe 
effected by the invention and practical 
demonstration of an internal combus­ 
tion oil-burning' engine. 
Sir Vincent 
L. Raven, chief mechanic*! engineer of 
the Northeastern Railwáy, has <le- 
signed, had built and himself operat­ 
ed in*the initial test such an engine. 
Because they can be operated at half 
the cost cf coal-burning locomotives 
the Northeastern has ordered fifty 
such' engines as a starter. 
“The engine, built at Elswick, is an 
0.8 super-heated type 
intended 
for 
heavy freight,” 
said 
Sir 
Vincent, 
“With a heavy freight 1 made thirty 
miles an hour, but the engine can do 
sixty miles per hour with a passen­ 
ger train. The engine has a 20-inch 
cylinder, a 20-inch stroke and 1,000 
horse-power.”
